longth. Six milos north a: range of low 
hills, the Shou-shan, creeps into’ the plain 
from the east and separate it from the level 
in which Linoyang is situated In the war 
with China the Japanese pushed forward 
to Anshanchan and then turned southward 
to Newchwang, loaving the Chinese, who 
had fallen back on Shahotzu and Liaoyang, 
lont in bewilderment. 

Liaoyang is a most important point and 
the Russians aro expected to make theif 
greatest stand in ita defenco. It is strange 
that they did not make astronger realstance 
This city is the junction o° the Imporial 
road northward through tho valley of the 
Liaotung to Linoyang, Moukden and bo- 
yond, and tho road which debouches on 
the Sea cosat at Takushan and which passea 
through the important citics of Heimu- 
.cheng and Hsiayen. The place is, without 
doubt, defensible. Tt is surrounded by 
low hills. Ono hill, the old Korean fort 
to the south-east, offers an excellent pusi- 
tion, being o natural fortress, yot the Rus- 
gians wore casily ousted, being forced to 
retire northeard without~-beavy ‘fight- 
ing. Ten years ago the Japancso 
kept this hill when they hold Haicheng alt 
winter, repulsing every effort of the Chi- 
nose to retake the city. Now the Japancse 
are again in possession. The soldiors of 
Dai Nippon crowd the street and a few 
miles from the city walle the two Japanose’ 
armies are encamped in readiness for 
tho impending battle for Linnysng. That 
city is eituated on the loft bank of the T 
tza-ho (ho is the Chinese for river), whic 
in about 410 yards wide opposite the city. 
Daring the dynasty of the Mings the city 
of Liavysng was the capital of Lisotuny. 
Its walla aro five milea in circumference and 
Gighty thousand pooplo, exolusive of the 
soldiery, are housed within them.
